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(54) [Title of the Invention] Rear View Displaying Apparatus for Vehicle 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
(Industrial Field of Application) 
5 The present invention relates to a rear view displaying apparatus for a vehicle such as 
an automobile that displays a picture of a vehicle's rear view taken by a camera onto a 
monitor screen placed adjacent to a driver's seat. 

The display information of the warning displays (9) (9) is obtained by obstacle 
10 detection sensors (1 1) (1 1) provided on both of the front sides of a vehicle. In other 
words, each of the obstacle detection sensors (1 1) detects distance to the obstacle 
(10), and the warning displays (9) light when the distance becomes shorter that a 
predetermined value so that a driver, who backs up a vehicle looking at the monitor 
screen (4), can see how close the vehicle approaches the obstacle (10) in front of the 
15 vehicle on the monitor screen (4), and the driver can be alerted. 

Note that the obstacle detection sensor (11) may be a sonar sensor, an infrared ray 
sensor, or a contact sensor, and the like, as long as it can measure distance.
